Chief of Police Fugitt left 
Saturday morning for Prosaic, armed 
with a warrant charging Noble with 
grand larceny. 
He will be brought 


back to Gettysburg for trial in the 
Adams county courts 
According to 


Mr. Early. Noble got himself out of 
the clutches of the law at two police 
stations by giving his name as Ralph 
D. Early, of Middletown, N Y. 
The 


first time was at Lancaster on the 
same day the car was stolen. 
Noble 


next went into the hands of the Rad- 
nor police when he vui* nearlng Phil- 
adelphia. Here again. Noble gave his 
name as R. D. Earlv, the biother of 
the man whose identification card was 
in the machine. 
Noble -was not able 


to proceed, however, in the machine, 
because both the oil and gasoline sup- 
ply had been used up and he had no 
funds with wlrch to purchase mope, 
leaving the car and suitcases with the 
Radnor police. Noble made his way to 
Prosaic. In the meant'me. R. D. Ear- 
ly was in Newburg. N. Y., where he 
believed Noble had friends. 
Not find- 


ing Noble there, he went to Prosaic 
to continue his search. Thursday af- 
ternoon while eating lunch in m lunch- 
wagon, he spied Noble with friends 
across the street.

AMERICAN WAR

HE average school histories assert 
that America has bwn victorious 


lu all of her wars. 
Hut they are 


strangely silent about a conthet In 
which one man defied the power of 
the United States and dictated his 
own terms of peace. That man was 
Red Cloud (Makpiya Luta). chief of 
the Ogalluhi Sioui.. 


When 
government 
commissioners 


sought the right to build forts along 
the Kozeman trail to the 
Montana 


gold h'elds. Ited Cloud steadfastly op- 
posed tliis encroachment on the choic- 
est hunting grounds of the Sioux. In 
a council of his people he declared: 
"Dakota?, I am lor war!" 


Col. 
H. 
B. 
Carrington 
entered 


Wyoming, nevertheless, to build the 
forts and Ked Cloud sent him this 
defiant message: "1 shall stand in 
the trail." A war followed in which 
the Ogallala leader killed 81 soldiers 
under Colonel Fetterman near Fort 
Phil Kearney. This loss v. as avenged 
the next year wh«n Ked Cloud lost 
half of the 3.(KX) warriors whom he 
sent against 32 soldiers in a wagon 
box corral. 


Despite this reverse Ked Cloud re- 


mained master of the situation. 
In 


186S he delivered his ultimatum to a 
peace commission. The forts must be 
abandoned and all further attempts 
to open Hie Montana road must cease. 
More than that, he fixed the boun- 
daries of the Sioux country to suit 
himself. 
The commissioners agreed 


to every demand, for the Ogallala chief 
refused even to meet them until the 
garrisons 
had 
actually 
been 
with- 


drawn. 
His victory \va« complete. 


From the day he signed the treaty 


he kept his promise to live at peace 
with whites. 
"Ninety-one years old, 


blind, almost deaf, he sits dreaming of 
the past." writes one who visited him 
then. "Xo wonder he is irritated by 
the idle information seeker. 
Who 


would be called hark from the dreams 
of his youth? 
Sightless* and 
infirm, 


he is reliving the days of his youth 
when he sat on his horse as king, the 
pride of the great Sioux nation. 


"To hi« ears must cc.nii- tm> ro;:.- of 


Ilie hunt as the countless bi<on herd, 
like a tidal wave, rolls by. And again 
the great day of his liro, v\hen hK 
red-blanketed band swept do\\n 
on 


the hapk"-s Fetterman troop.

now his heart must seem to stand 
stijl as he live-: over atrain that i'ear- 
ful dny of the Wairon Hox tight, when 
he hurled the pick of tne Sioux na- 
tion against the riflemen." 


On December 10, 390!!, the old man's 


dreams ended and Ked Cloud, the treat' 
est war chief of the Sioux, died.

AFRAID-OF-HIS-HORSES 


D 


URING the Sioux war of 1S(56-07 
the head chief of ihe Ogallalas 


was a man known to his people as 
Tashunka Kokipapi. Once a careless 
interpreter translated this name into 
English 
as 
Old-Man-Afraid-of-His- 


Horses, and this title, with its Impli- 
cation of cowardice, stuck with him 
through history. 


Accustomed as the white man was 


to curious Indian names, this one was 
particularly interesting and many at- 
tempts were made to explain it. The 
literal interpretation 
that lie feared 


his own horses was scarcely compli- 
mentory to a war chief of the Ogallala 
Sioux. 
Then there was a story that 


he owned a great many horses which 
he was constantly afraid 
of losing 


and that once when the Shoshones at- 
tacked his camp he left his family in 
the hands of the enemy to run off his 
horses. 


More creditable was the interpreta- 


tion of his being such a great chief- 
tain that even the sight of his horses 
inspired fear in the hearts of his ene- 
mies. 
The true interpretation of his 


name, as given by his son. Toung-Man- 
Afraid-of-His-Horses, was "He Whose 
Horse They Fear" 
(literally: 
Ta, 


"his"; 
shunka, 
"horse'; 
kokipapl, 


"they fear it"). 
This arose from the 


fact that he hnd a vicious pony. 


His English name is an example 


not only of the frequent poor transla- 
tion of Indian names by the whites 
but also of the fact that some in- 
significant incident may be the decid- 
ing factor in naming a 
great In- 


dian warrior. 
Old-Man-Afraid-of-IIis- 


Horses retained his position as head 
chief of the Ogallala until 1873. At his 
death In the late '70s the name passed 
on to his son, Young-Man-Afraid-of- 
His-Horses. who was prominent dur- 
ing Ghost Dance troubles of 1S90-91.

Washington newspaper correspondent 
was sent to interview Young-Man- 
Afraid. 
The correspondent took an 


interpreter with him tft the 
chiefs 


tepee. 
Young-Man-Afraid asked them 


to dinner. They ate. 
Then wanting 


to do the right thing but not knowing 
whether it was proper to tip a big 
Indian 
chief, 
the 
newspaper 
man 


dropped three silver dollars into the 
hands of the chief's wife and had his 
Interpreter say: "In my country a com- 
pliment to a man's wife V thought a 
double compliment." 


The interpietf-r repeated the state- 


ment 
to 
Young- Man-Afraid 
who 


grunted, rose, left the tepee and came 
back with four more wives!

GALE SWEE"PS*THIS SECTION 
A 15-minute gale which accompanied an 


electrical storm that sweat this section 
about 5:30 o'clock Sunday evening caused 
considerable damage to crops, fences, tel- 
ephone service, chimnejs, trees, and at 
80K53 placea removed buildings and dam- 
aged roofs. Several towns were also pl»c- 
ed in darkness. In the upper end of the 
county, hail is said to have dmaaged the 
fruit crop. Following the storm, the ther- 
mometer dropt from 86 to 66 degrees. 


A frame house under construction in 


Gettysburg for Walter Cullison was wreck- 
ed by the high wind. Many trees were 
torn out by the roots atEichelberger park, 
Hanover. " The storui tore a hole in the 
slate roof on the Salem U. B. church. Two 
cows were killed instantly by lightning on 
the Sam. Keagy farm, at Littlestown, ten- 
anted by Harrison Snyder, and two others 
were paralized. The cattle were in the 
field when the electrical storm broke and 
caiue in contact with a wire fence which 
was heavily charged by a thunder bolt. 


In McSherrystown practically the entire 


roof of the Conewago Cigar Box factory 
was blown off. Thedebris narrowly miss- 
ed striking Geo. Bair, who was standing 
just under a grape arbor in his yard. The 
wind tore several slats from the roof of 
the E. A. Bellinger property and a piece 
of slate struck J . D. Yantis, who wae in 
his yard, on the head cutting a deep gash 
two inches long in his scalp. Barn on the 
Sisters of St. Joseph farm, near McSher- 
rvstowu, was unroofed. The new home 
of Harry Noel, of Midway, was twisted 
diagonally on its foundation by the force 
of the storui and the supper dishes were 
blown from the table. 


While Cbauncoy Mummert was walk- 


ing along the Baltimore 'pike close to 
Hanover he was lifted over a picket fence 
and dropped into a front yard. 


In and around New York city about CO 


lives were lost as the result of the gale, a 
ferris wheel being blown down and many 
canoes capsizing.

WELL-LOCATED SINK REDUCES 


HOUSEWIFE'S KITCHEN WORK 


tn a Well-Pianned Kitchen Like Thit a Good Sink Is of FIrsi Importance. 


One of the biggest savers of time, 
strength, and labor in the kitchen is 
the sink. 
Yet many women are strug- 
gling along with none at all or, at 
best, a poor and badly 
pladed 
one. 
The following suggestions in regard 
to sinks are given by household spe- 
cialists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture: 


The size of the family and of the 
kitchen must determine the size of the 
sink, but a short sink 
with 
ample 
table and shelf room near It may be 
more convenient than 
a 
long 
sink. 
Two smaller sinks, one for the table 
dishes near the dining room and the 
other for general use in the kitchen, 
are v?ry convenient. 


No Cracks or Square Corners. 
The 
material 
should 
be tlie 
best 
available, nonabsorbent of grease as 
well as of moisture, and there should 
be no cracks or square corners to In- 
crease the work of keeping it clean. 
A wooden sink, even when it receives 
an annual coat of paint, will absorb 
moisture and grease which attract in- 
sects, and is likely to be swarming 
with bacteria and to "sour" and have 
an unpleasant odor. Even drainboards 
of wood are not recommended unless 
they have a waterproof finish of var- 
nish, oil, or paiut. 
If a wooden sink 
Is necessary, it is better to have it 
metal 
lined, provided the sheets of 
metal, which is usually tin, zinc, gal-, 
vanlzed 
Iron, 
copper 
or 
lead, 
are 
soldered where they are joined 
and 
all parts of the sink, including the 
tops of thti sides, are covered with the 
metal, so that there Is no chance for 
the wood to absorb moisture. 
Another 
plan is to have a cement sink built 
into a wooden frame and lined with 
sheet copper or tin. 


Iron sinks of good quality are su- 
perior to wooden ones, since they do 
not absorb grease or moisture and are 
durable. 
They are easily kept clean 
if smooth (and they will soon wear 
smooth), but they have the disadvan- 
tage of neither showing dirt nor pro- 
claiming 
their 
cleanliness. 
Unless 
the front Is protected by a strip of 
wood, the dresses and aprons of the 
worker are likely to, become stained 
with iron rust. 


A soapstone or a slate sink is dur- 
able, but sometimes becomes uneven 
with wear, and If this happens much 
brushing and scrubbing are required 
to remove the sand and grease 
that 


gather in the depressions when vege- 
tables 
are 
cleaned, 
dishes 
washed» 
etc. 
Like iron, they do 
not 
show 
whether they are clean or not> 


Enameled-lron 
sinks 
are 
smooth» 
last well with careful use, and may 
be easily kept dean, but 
they 
ar« 
more expensive than iron. 
Porcelain 
sinks 
are 
similar 
to 
the 
enameled 
ones, but their price is almost prohibi- 
tive. 
Perhaps the ideal plan, If cost 
is not to be considered, would be ta 
have an enameled or porcelain 
sink 
for the tableware In the kitchen or the 
pantry near the dining room and an 
Iron or soapstone sink for the heavier 
kitchen ware. 


The double sinks, with one basin for 
washing 
and 
another 'for 
draining 
dishes, are very convenient, but un- 
fortunately they are relatively expen- 
sive. 
A small sink with 
a 
rubbet 
stopper for its escape pipe may be 
used as a dlshpan. 


The plumbing should be easy of ac- 
cess, and therefore it is better tha* 
there should be no closet under the 
sink. Hooks or shelves under the sink 
or near it will accommodate 
every- 
thlnj? usually kept in the dark, often 
musty, "sink closet" of older kitchens. 
A "sink closet" can be kept sweet and 
clean but it means extra work to do i t 


Location of Drain Boards. 


If possible, there should be a wide 
shelf or drain board on each side o j 
the sink on the level with the rim of 
the latter, one to receive soiled dish&g 
and the other clean ones. Some hoiise- 
keepers Juive these covered with zinc. 
As in all other places where it is used, 
the metal must be neatly iitted and 
closely fastened down so as not to 
leave any chance for 
loose, 
rough 
edges, or to provide breeding places 
for Insects or 
a 
lodging 
place 
for 
grease and dirt. 
If there is no place 
for permanent 
drain boards, 
sliding 
or hinged shelves may be used. 
A 
right-handed person usually holds the 
dish in the left hand while washing 
or ^wiping It, and the dishcloth, dish 
mop, or towel in the right hand. 
It 
is convenient, therefore, to have the 
dishes move from right to left as they 
pass from dishpan to rinsing pan, and 
from rinsing pan to drainer and tray. 
This should be kept In mind, and pro- 
vision made for soiled dishes at the 
right and for a drain board at 
the 
left of the sink.

Good home-made bread is about the 
most appetizing of foods when one Is 
hungry, but there are many kinds of 
home-made bread. 
Some is good, some 
Is bad, and some indifferent. 
Which 
kind do you make? 
If you don't know, 
judge it by the following description 
of a good loaf given by the home eco- 
nomics kitchen of the United States 
Department of Agriculture: 


Good bread is porous and contains 
a large number of holes or cells, alJ 
of which are of about the same size 
and shape. 
It is better for some rea- 
sons to think of it as a mass of tiny 
bubbles made of flour and water and 
hardened or fixed in shape by means 
of heat, 
yhls calls attention not only 
to the sii^e of holes or cells,^ but also 
to the character of walls of the cells, 
which In good bread are always very 
thin. 


A loaf of bread should be light in 
weight, considering Its size, and should 
Imve a Symmetrical form and an un- 
broken, golden-brown crust. 
The crust 
should be smooth on top and should 
have a certain luster, to M'hich the 
terra "bloom" has been given. 


The loaf as a whole, the crust and 
the crumb, should be elastic. 
The 
loaf, if pressed out of shape, as It 
often is when slices are cut fropi it, 
should regain Its form when the pres- 
sure is removed. 
Bits of the crust, 
If bent a Uttie between the finger^, , 
ehould show the same power to re- 
bound, as should also the cut sui-face 
of the Joaf if pressed. 


Tiie crumb should be ci'eamy white 
In color and should have a *'sheen/' 
wlUcli may be compared 
with 
the 
bloom of the crust.

best be seen by Jooking across a slice 
rather than directly down Into IL Tho

in most farm homes.

Noble got himself out of 
the clutches ol; the law at two police 
stations by giving his name as Ralph 
D- Early, of Middletown. N. Y.

fli^st time was at Lancaster on the 
sa.ine day the car was stolen. 
Noble 
next went into the hant]« of the Kad- 
iior police when he was nearlng Phil- 
adelphia. 
Hero again. Xnble gave his 
name as R. D. Early, the brother of 
the man whose identification card was 
in the machine. 
Xoble .was not able 
to proceed, however, in the machine, 
because both the oil and gasoline sup- 
ply had been used up and he had no 
funds with whiich to purchase move, 
leaving the cor and suitcases witli the 
Radnor police.

0{)lonel Fetterman 
near 
Fort 
Phil Kearney. 
This loss was avenged 
the next year wh«n litMl Cloud l(»st 
half of the 3.(KH) warriors whom 
he 
sent against 32 soldiers in a wagon 
l)ox corral. 


Despite tills reverse Red Cloud re- 
mained master of the situation. 
In 
ISfiS he delivered his ultimatum to a 
peace conmiission. 
The forts nmst be 
abandoned 
and 
all furtiier 
attemiits 
to open the Mnntana road must cease. 
More than that, he fixed the b<»un- 
dnrles of the Sioux country to 
suit 
himself. 
The 
commissioners 
agreed 
to every demand, for the ogallala <-hlef 
refused even t<i meet them until 
the 
garrisons 
had 
actually 
been 
with- 
drawn. 
His victory was complete. 


From the day he signed the treaty 
he kept his promise to live at peace 
with white.s. 
"Ninety-one years old, 
blind, almost deaf, he sits dreaming of 
the past." writes one who visited him 
then. 
"No wonder he Is irritated by 
the 
lille information 
seeker. 
Who 
would be called Ijack from the dreams 
of his youth? 
Sightless and infirm, 
he Is reliving the days of his youth 
when he sat on hip horse as king, the 
pride of the great Sioux nation. 


"To his ears must come the roa.* of 
the hunt as the countless bison herd, 
like a tidal wave, rolls by. And again 
the great 
day of his liie, when 
his 
red-blanketed 
band 
swei>t 
down 
on 
the hapless Fetterman 
rroop. 
Even 
now his heart 
must 
seem 
to

stijl as he lives over again that I'ear- 
ful day of the Wagon Box light, when 
he hurled the pick of tne Sioux na- 
tion against the riflemen." 


On December 10, 1900. the old man's 
dreams ended and Red rioud, the great' 
est war chief of the Sioux, died.

Horses, and this title, with its impli- 
cation of cowardice, stuck with 
him 
through 
history. 


Accustomed as tJie white man 
was 
to curious Indian names, this one was 
particularly Interesting and many at- 
tempts were made to explain it. 
The 
literal 
interpretati(»n 
that 
he 
feared 
Ills own horses was scarcely cornpli- 
mentory to a war chief of the Ogallala 
Sioux. 
Then there was a story 
that 
he owned a great many horses which 
he was constantly 
afraid 
of 
losing 
and that once when the Shoshones at- 
tacked his cami> he left his family In 
the hands of the ^nemy to run off his 
horses. 


More creditable was the interpreia- 
tltin of his being such a great chief- 
tain that even the sight of his horees 
Inspired fear in the hearts of his ene- 
' mies. 
The true interpretation of his 
name, as given by his son. Young-Man- 
Afrald-of-HIs-Horses, was *'He Who.se 
Horse 
They 
Fear" 
(literally: 
Ta. 
-his'*; 
shunka, 
"horsi-' ; 
koklpa))!, 
"they fear it"). 
This arose from the 
fact that he had a vicious pony.

A 15-njinute gale which accompanied an 
elcctrical storm that swept this section 
about 5:30 o'clock Sunday evening caused 
considerable damage to crops, feuces, tel- 
ephone service, chimne>3, trees, and at 
some places removed buildings and dam- 
aged roofs. ¡Several towns were also plac- 
ed in darkness. 
In the upper end of the 
countv, hail is aaid to have dmaaged the 
fruit crop. Following the storm, the ther- 
mometer dropt from 
to GO degrees. 


A frame house under construction in 
Gettysburg for Walter Culliaon was wreck- 
ed by the high wmd. 
Many trees were 
torn out by the roots atEichelberger park, 
Hanover. The storm tore a hole in the 
slate roof on the Salem U. B. church. Two 
cows were killed inatantly by lightning on

The cattle were m the 
field when the electrical storm broke and 
came m contact with a wire fence which 
was heavily charged by a thunder bolt. 


In McSherrystown practically the entire 
roof of the Conewago Cigar Box factory 
was blown oil. The debi is narrowly miss- 
ed striking Geo. Bair, who was standing 
juat under a grape arbor in his vard. The 
wmd tore several slate from the roof of 
the 10, A. Bollinger property and a piece 
of slate struck J . D, Yantia, who was in 
hie vard, on the head cutting a deep gash 
two inches lont; in his scalp. Barn on the 
Sisters of St. Joseph farm, near McSher- 
rystown, was unroofed. The new home 
of Harrv Noel, of Midway, was twisted 
diagonally on its foundation by the force 
of the storm and the supper diehes were 
blown from the table. 


While Chaunoey Mummert was walk- 
ing along the Baltimore 'pike close to 
Hanover he waa lifted over a picket fence 
and dropped into a front yard. 


Jn and around New York city about 60 
lives were lost as the result of the gtje. a 
ferris wheel being blown down and many 
canoes capsizing.
